GREAT BRITAIN.
Johm EBright at Limerick—iis Views of
the Irish Qarstiom,

The entertainment to Mr, John Bright, M. P,
given by the Libersl party of the city and
county ol Limerick, took plac: on the 1ith ol
Juiy at the Athenwom, when Mr, Brght was
presented with an siaress, .

Mr. Bright, i respunoing to the sddress, snid
that he was not a Caliolic, peither was he A
Protestunt ol the Chareh ol lrelsnd; but he
came there werely ne w eitizen, to discuss wilth
them n subjret thiat excited the pe iple of Great
Brituin us well as Ireland, He al®ays desired
to bie a preacuer to his ooun'rywen of politieal
righu ousness, on which, aiter a'l, the happl-
ness of States depend=. He spoke ot the chauge
which tosk place in Ircliand sinee his visit to
this couptry now twenty years ago. He reterred
to the lam.ne and pesulence that ok place
Lduring the period, and 1he emigration, which
e described as unexampled; and for the popu-
lation remaining here there shioull be more
content and betrer employment than belore
existed. He rewrred to the state of the

cople as instanced by the investigations of
rhe Devon Commission, snd  beld that becaunse
the populstion was reduzed by emigravon it
wias not fo be sand Lhat there were not other
canses of dizcoutent that required to be abro-
gated. In BEugland they were so familiar with
the suspension of the Habess Corpus act
Ircland that it exclted no surprise oc discussion,
atlenst on the Treasory Beoch., He touched
upon the arreste aud imprisenment ol partice
under the sugpension of the Habeas Corpus act,
and of the e militory snd  police foree exist-
ing in the country. The latter ae ennructerized
a8 un armed fores that ought not to exist io the
coun'ry. He spoke on the discontent existing
and of the Jlooking 'othe West for thnt sympuathy
they aid not expect from Fuoglund, Speaking of
the eplnions o1 those in the room who either
beld vothing would redeem Ireland bat repeal
of the Union or totnl independence, he asked

the meeting lo listen 10 him, wslding that
an et  which the Pmiliament of 1ibe
United Kingdom could pass it

could alse repeal, He said that Ireiand, hike
every other country m Earope, had & nght to
desire natiopal indipendencs, but the ume had
not yet come 1or the discussion of that subjeet,
but he otfered to Ir<land the reciprocity of sen-
tinient of hig countrymen, the members ot a
great and nob'e empire, and a share m its glory
avn prosperity. He relerred to the ﬂ]a_.m‘h
popuistion of the country, which he believed
10 be about filty thousand, He estimated the
revenues ol the Chureh Establishiment at £800,-
000 searly. He mext argued that, suppose the
Btate were to provide with equal profuseness for,
gav. 'he religious services ol the population of
the United Kingdom, the amount required would
be about £36. Now, the Eplscopal popu'ation
of ireland was not grenter thau the population
of L verpool aud Glasgow; and imagine, it the
Government were to provide $600,000 o year
for the religious services of the population ot
either Liverpool or Glasgow, would 1t not be
considered ®ws emaunting from the brain of a
mau bordering on lunacy ! (Laughter.) He
pext apphed blwsell to the qnestion as to
whether the Protestauts of Irelaond formed the
national majority, and wherher the Charch
tinded to maintsin the Union, He said he
looked on it as astauding arwmy, and that it
tended more to foster reoellion and revolution
thun peace ond concord 1o the couniry.
(Cheers,) He a<ked the two hondred thought-
jul and independent Prowes'ants, whom he
would like 1o uddress it such o stals of things
bad any other parallel fu oy ether country in
Europe? He knew what their answer would

Dbe, tbat the Established Copurch did not
exist from the loye of the people of
Ireland, but throueh a power that ex
Isted outside the coanlry. Ha looked on

the Chureh as sthisunting & hostlity sealnst
f1sell, sud against the Euglish that maintainat,
by wloeh it was established and promoted, aud
that he repeated withouat fear of dispute, or that
any one could prove Lo the conlrary, that the
Establizhed Chureh in Ireland was aoti-Pro-
festiaut by reason of its unustural position, and
it was as much anpti-Eoglish as 11 was anti-
Irish, becavse 1t made it fmpossible that the
Irisn people should be in perfect hwrmony with
Euglish rule in their country, {I.'ht'i'r.-t._‘j Speak-
ing 10 the argument that the E-tablished Cuurch
would sufler by dizestablishment snd diseadow
ment, he referred to the azitation at the time of
the repeal of the corn laws, when il was teared
the landed mterest would sutler; but now that
question was lad by forever by those formerly
in finr snd doubt,

Wilh ao experience of what he saw surround-
fng them, toe members ol the  Estublished
Church m ght tuke con-olation: and he belieyed
that what ook plice under the volootary sys-
temn in other churches conld tuke place with
their own, €0 that, in=tegd ot beine fettered by
the State, there wou'd grow up nere, though
small, a strong and compact relizious commus
iy, and uu-y would be fostered o their posi-
tion 'llj the sympiatthy bheld towaras them by
community of 1oterests existineg on the sircngth
they popsessed snd descrved—irom the feeling
lhlli they keld thelr position s n Church oo
Nleving 10 the fnith they possessed.  (Applause, )
It was a poor farth that clung 1o the State for

EERVIA.
The Metbhod of Choosing a New Prince,

A correspondent of the London Times wives
an mieresting deseription ol the ceremonies
atiending the e¢lection of a sueces=or to the late
rergning Prince Michuwel of Servia, from which
we condense the lollowing: —

*“I'ne Bkupeliing was nwot held in the town of
Belgrude. An open woo len ballding was ereeted
in e meadow, or more properly 4 level piece of
ground, This meadow hes in tae valley of
Topchidere, about four hundred yards beliuod
1he hovege wiich was the residence of old Priuce
Miloch utter he had raised bimsell to power,
From the baro erected tor the Skupehina could
also be geen ‘he pluce in the wonds where the
mutder of Prince Michael was commitied. Pro-
bably these e'roumstavces may bhave contributed
in the ehoice of the p'ace for the Skunehion, and
it must be admitted that the regency has in vhis
respect displayed much taet, Ou arriving from

Belerade, by a bridle road that passes an
hostelry called the Bzerbski Gar, you reach
an_eminence 1mmediately above the valley

of Topehiidere. Below you ave the public gar-
devs, on the left band a church spire, a little
further, though purtly hidden by the trees, the
house of Miloch, mentioned above, and close to
it a larec white building, the conviet establish-
ment, Howveyver, for the duy when the Skup-
chiva met the conviels were invisible, Aoove
the principul entrance of the barn in question
there were the urms of Servia aud Lhree flags of
the national colors, The interior was molest,
not to say bure as the exterior. Some wooden
steps led up to a4 raised das, which was the
place appoimted for the privcipnl personages,
tuch &8 the moembers of the Provisionul Gov-
ernment, fhe metropolitan, the elergy, and
where, likewize, later in the ceremony, the
young Prince Milan sho wed aimselt to the
people. To the right of this was a rmied plat-
foros for the miuisters, to the lett the gwme tor
the Senators, and rieht and left of these places
for the consuls,
divided into four sections of henches, on which
the members of the Skupeh!na sat,

““At about 8 o'clock in the morning the pro
ceedings beran by Mr., Marinovich. the Presi-
dent of the Seunte, nud therefore chief of the
Provisiona! Government, reading to the assem-
bly the capse aud reasors for which they had
been called together, viz,, to elect a new prince,
lo grant a civil list, and to appoint a regency.
He finishied by proposing to the Sepate to elect
Milsn Obrenovich IV, They answered by shout-
ing thiut he was prinece by hereditary right, that
a1l they bad to do was to proclaim his necession,
which they did amid loud eries of ‘Zwio ¥ One
of the members for Belgrade, Carvherverovich,
then thanked the Provislopul Government for
the muapner they had acted in the emergency,
and craved permission from the assembly for
auother member to be heavd., Therveupon a
priest or pope mounted the rostrum aud nsked

Am Attempt 1o Biow Up the New
Papal Camps—A Hevolutlomary Move«
ment Against the Tomporal Power Hx-
yeciad—Precautions of the FPoatifical
Anthoritlier.

Loxpon, July 27— Evening, <Telegrams re-
coaved from Rome announce the important
Intelligence that the Papnl police have just
discovered a mine which had been hollowed out
snd charged so as to blow up, when exploded,
the vew snd extensive fortifieations which are
being constructed on Mount Aventine undoer the
direction of French and Roman engineers, Two
of the sentinels on duty near.the works were

assaulted and wounded a few nights sluce.
It was fteared that the Roman reac-
ttonaries or Garibaldians, or both, con-
templats i serious movement in

or pear the Elernal City at no distant day.
Near the locution of the mine and In the neigh-
borbood of the ecamp on the Mount the pollce
found and took possession of a numb:r of red
ind black shirts, The Garibaldians have prelty
generally substitnted a black ehirt, inseribad
with the letters “V. M.," or “Vengeance for
Mentann,” embroidered iu while on the breast,
for the historic red tunic worn so persist-
eutly by thelr well-known veteran leader. The
simultaneons oceurrenoe of these suspiolons
events has exoited the Pontifieal authorities to
upusual vigllacce, The lleenses lave been
withdrawn from all the wive shops situated {n
the Roman Campagna, and every place of
geemivg congregation for the radicals {5 closely
watched, The Papal Government hss been
considerably disturbed lately by statements of u
renewal and extenmon of clundestine revola-
tionary iutrigues against the temporal nuthority
of the Pope, nnd their officers call atteantion to
the fact that a Genon journa!, the Dovere, pub-
lished the following note from Garibaldl a short
time sinces—

Dear Rovagei:—I hope to go to Rome with
you, but T fear it will be very late it the priests’
shops ave not close 1 in the rest of Italy,

Yours, (i. GArIDALDY,

The d'fialia, at about the same
period, printed the following:—"Revolutionary
enrolments bhave been taking place and con-
tipue. Itisnpot for usto =ay who are the en-
rollers and who the enrolled. We only warn
the King's government of one thing—that it
ought to be watchlful if it does notl wish to be
led into error.”

The Franco-Roman works at the Subarban
camp will be of a formidable character, and the
revolutionists, it is supposed, contemplated
their destruetion when in an unfinished cond!-
tion, knowing thatif completed they will be ab
once occupied by a considerable Papal army,
reeruited for the most part in the other Catholic
couuntries of Europe.

As it to show a state of incipient preparation
for war the Pontiicsl military almanae has
been distributed to the diplomatic body at
Rome, Tteets forth that in the Papal army
there are cight generals, twenty-four chaplains,
and 704 officers, thus divided as to nationality:
464 Ttalians, 129 French, 59 Swiss, 19-G :rmans,
20 Belegians, 9 Dutchmen, and 4 English.
